Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments filed 17 July 2006 have been fiiily considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

With respect to applicant's arguments regarding the Elenbaas et al. (US Pub No. 
2005/0028194) being an improper reference under 103(a) because it is not prior art with 
respect to the instant application the examiner respectfully disagrees. The earliest effective 
filling date of the Elenbass et al. reference is at least 23 December 1998 in light of its claim 
to priority under 35 U.S.C. 121. The earhest filling date of the instant application is 27 July 
2001. Accordingly, the Elenbass et al. reference is considered prior art under 35 U.S.C. 
102(e) and can be utilized in rejections under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). Subsequently, in response to 
applicant's further arguments against the Barton reference individually, one cannot show 
nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections are based on 
combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In 
re Merck & Co,, 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). 

No further particular arguments are made conceming the remaining claims and the 
aforementioned arguments are similarly treated as not being persuasive.
